RIGA—The three new Baltic re- 


publics He like peaceful oases be- 
tween troubled Germany and Soviet 
Russia, but, foreign observers in 
their -capitals say, are as yet far 
from gaoguine as to their future. 


Latvia, Esthonia and Lithuania, 


from all surface indications, have 
passed through various crises com- 
mon 
to infantile states, and 
are 


lusty children in the family o( na- 
tions. But each of these baby na- 
tions still is haunted by the spectre 
o( a gobln Russia who some day 
may step in and gobble it up like 
the giant in Jack and the Bean- 
stalk. 


Just now, according to American 


and other foreign observers at Riga 
Reval and Kovno, who base thief 
belief upon first hand information 
from Moscow, Soviet Russia has no 
desire for the trouble and war that 
aggression 
against 
these 
states 


would mean. In fact some o£ the 
more optimistic Russian leaders pro 
diet that within a decade or so, 
the Baltic provinces will willing- 
ly join the union of Soviet Social- 
istic republics as autonomous staies. 


Of the three states, Latvia per- 


haps is at the present the most 
prosperous. Her imports were only 
slightly above 'her exports in val- 
ue last year, and Jnis year it is 
.hoped that the trade balance will 
be in her favor. Her currency, too, 
is stable, and the government re- 
cently informed the Amerrcan Min- 
ister to the Baltic States, that Lat- 
via would like to negotiate for the 
funding 
of 
her 
five 
million dol- 


lar debt to the Untied States. 


Latvia's dairy product export Is 


constantly growing, and the country 
has ambitions to rival Denmark In 
this respect. Riga, once a great in- 
dustrial city, ^s still far from hav- 
ing recovered the factories she lost 
when machinery was evacuated in- 
to Russia during the war. The So- 
viet government 
promised 
to re- 


turn it, but, through 
neglect or 


in ability to find the machinery, 
has sent only a small 
proportion 


back to Riga. 


Lithuania, being mainly agricult- 


tiral, and previously dependent upon 
Germany or manufactured 
articles 


and financial support and having 
had prolonged troubles over ViLna 
and Memel with the Poles, has not 
reached the obvious prosperity ot 
her -northern neighbor. But it too, 
is moving ahead. Lithuania's re- 
lations with Soviet Russia may be 
said to be more cordial than those 
of her sister states. 


Esthonia, which probably 
grows 


more potatoes to the square mile 
than Ireland ever dreamed of turns 
moat of them Into alcohol and her 
spirit industry is .thriving. In fact, 
she is the Bahamas of the 
Baltic 


with dry Russia, dry Finland, and 
somewhat dry Sweden and Norway 


as neighbors. Bootlegging and vod- 
ka rimming are prosperous and re- 
puted 
callings 
, mong the 
sturdy- 


folk of this maritime and farming 
perublic. 


Since Memel lias been ta.ken over 


by the Lithuanians—and they mean 
to keep it—each 
of 
the 
Baltic 


states has a port that Soviet Russia 
either covets today or will covet 
some day. That is why for all oE 
their admitted and sometimes 'boast- 
ed patriotism and nationalistic spir- 
its, the baby Baltic states still think 
of the Goblin in the East. 


Those who have seen the Latvian, 


Esthonian and 
Lithuanian 
armies 


say they would put up a very hard 
fight if the Russians attempted ag- 
gression. They 
do not 
expect 
it 


—for some years.

Old-Time Plantation Style—Well, 


we -first caught the possum .and lUiA 
him down, and put a stick across 
his neck; put a foot on each end 
of the stick, and pulled his tail un- 
til- his neck popped, and we knew 
we had. 'him. Into a kettle of boil- 
ing hot water we threw dn a couple 
of shovels of ashes to make the 
hair slip, and then donsed Mr. 'Pos- 
sum in. The hair was taken off, 
and lie was scraped until he was 
almost as white as paper. Then 
he was split open, his insides taken 
out, and he was washed clean wit 
cold water. Next there were- some 
potatoes pared, (sweet potatoes if 
at hand), and put in him, and he 
was sewed up, put in a kettle of: 
hot water, and kept slowly boiling 
until here became tender, 
which 


would take about two hours. Then 
he was taken from the kettle, and 
placed 'in a .bake-pan, and at the 
same time there were more potatoes 
boiled done, and placed around him 
as he stood there in the pan up 
on bis hams.

DEAR FOLKS: Well we are all 


back from a. wonderful ,trip and 
vacation. We left here Wednesday 
afternoon and topic a boat 
from 


Honolulu at 5:00 p. m. for a 200 
mile riie over night the boat was 
•fine, none ot us were sick although. 
all 
felt a little wabbly the next 


morning at 5:30 I was up and sat 
on our cabin steps watching the Is- 
lands as we passed along the coast. 
We docked at 7:00 a. m. then took 
an auto for a 35-mile drive up 
the gradual slope of a mountain 
4000 feet above sea. level and the 
city ot Hilo , the island ot Hawaii 
is the largest of this group and is 
larger than all other Islands put 
together and is the size oi Connect- 
icut,' 300 miles around 'it. There are 
two large mountains on the island 
over 13,000. feet high, which are 
very gradual 
in slope, 
.running 


from the sea to the top. We went 
to the crater oi Kilauea, which is 
on the slope of Mona Loa. The arny- 
has a camp at this place.. Peopie 
come and go, with an average ot 
about 
six 
officers 
and 
' families 


present. Also about 100. The, cli- 
mate ,ia wonderful, cool and full ot 
pep. In about two days I be^an tc 
feel like my old self in the states. 
At nigh'i it gets cold enough so 
that a comforter and two blankets 
feel fine. 


The whole island is rormed ot 


volcanic lava, some old and some 
new. Our camp was on the edgu of 
a volcano, whose crater was 3 miles 
acrosc and 700 feet deep. The bot- 
tom 
was 
filled 
with 
cold 
lava, 


which is flke poor glass. Within 
this crater is another crater 1500 
feet by 2200 feet -across. A great 
many times this crater 
is 
filled 


with' molten Inva like a hugo fur- 
nace. But about a week before we 
arrived there was a series oi earth- 
quakes and cracks broke in the 
side of the mountain 11 miles away 
allowing the lava to flow out cov- 
ering an area 61 
several 
acres. 


When we arrived this cra.ter-1 speak 
of Halema-umau was dry and 700 
feet deep. When alive this crater 
in the great sight. At all times 
clouds of steam and smoke pour 
out. Even when dry it i:; r, won- 
derful sight. Not so beautiful, but 
massive, different, 
and 
unusual. 


Two days before we left, lava be- 
gan to pour into the bottom fr"om a 
hole in the side. It covered about 
a quarto; of the bottom. We first 


went over 'and tleWed It by night, i 
That is a magnnibent sifcnt knd 
notihini;" car, equal It. The boiling 
red hot lava bubbling and Jump- 
ing into '-the air 
700; feet 
below.

One day *e took; a,.trip.o! 150 


miles by car and saw lava In, all 
stages. Neav our 6amp w,e visited 
huge fern tree forests. The lernz 
grow from a trunk like a pains and 
often 25 feet high': Then there-:*re 
the lava tube*. We went through 
one 400 feet long and"jthe .atisc Of 
a railway tunnel, other tubes are 
hundreds of feet long. There are 
many different kinds o,f ;wj*eta'tion 
on this island I havo *jjt^jirt.*~seen. 
Many of them are very. tiiiuaUal and 
all tropical. All are different than 
what you have there, or we on this 
island. I wish you could havo been 
along. I saw huge groves of wild 
cocoanuts 40 feet tall wi'th many 
nuts clustered about '-the top. Each 
clay I took, long; walks and I came 
back tanned brown and felt fine. 1 
hated to leave the islan.d of.Hawaii 
for that was a- swell trip.

•WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Own- 
ers of motor vehicles pay to, the 
federal government in taxes each 
year more than double the amount 
spent by ttie government on ' ac- 
count of federal-aid highway and, 
forest road construction, together 
with) all administrative outlays, ac- 
cording to* Secretary t Wallace of 
Agriculture, who has charge of 
the administration of the highway 
funds. 


'Since 1917 the -government 'has 


been collecting a tax on the selling 
price of motor vehicles, tires and 
automobile accessories, and also a 
tax on the use of passenger auto- 
mobiles for hare. On June 30 this, 
year $589,012,021 had been

When he 
took a fancy to a particular car, pro- 
tected by half a dozen or so assorted 
locks, his crew of huskies drew along- 
side with truck and trailer, like any 
honest working men, and trundled the 
"disabled" prize away under the eyes 
of tfie law. He did it once too often, 
but it worked for 20 years. 


The next move is to get the stolen 


goods to a friendly garage, of which 
there are dozens in every large city, 
and remove all identification marks, 
scraping the number from the body 
and filing the number from the en- 
gine. 
New numbers are impressed 


over the old with steel dies, the body 
reflnished and tires changed, possi- 
bly, and the car is ready for market. 
It of a common make it is often sold 
where stolen. 
If conspicuous, it is 


shipped 
elsewhere. 
In rare cases 


stolen cars have been sold back to 
the owners. 


A small investment, a* quick turn- 


over, and a big profit, with mighty lit- 
tle risk. 
No wonder this is a busi- 


ness which is pressing 
bootlegging 


for importance. 


Last year 7,107 cars were stolen in 


New York City, and 3,220 recovered— 
the lowest rate ot recovery 'on rec- 
ord. 
In 1018 there were 8,340 cars 


stolen, and 2,578 recovered. 
In this 


one city an increase in cars perma- 
nently lost from 762 to 3,887 in five 
years! These figures are in the pos- 
session .of the Aetna Life Insurance 
Company. 


Borrowing Cars for Banditry 


These cars permanently lost were 


the grist of the professional thieving 
organizations. "They 
are 
traveling 


other streets, in altered guises. 
The 


cars recovered were largely "borrow- 
ed" for banditry or joyriding. 
Your 


up-to-date bandit seldom walks. 
He 


goes about his business in some- 
body else's -gasoline buggy. 
In the 


fracas in which he engages his li- 
cense number Is frequently taken, and 
this clue is of course run down, lead- 
ing to John Smith, banker and church 
member. 
Smith's car is found by a 


roadside, usually the worse for wear. 


It used to be a penitentiary offense'. 


—in some sections' an offense reward- 
ed with informal hanging—to steal - 
a $50 horse. Now six months In jail ; 
is heavy for stealing a $5,000 
car. 


That is one reason why automobile 
theft is on the increase. 


But the big reason is that stealing 


an automobile is so easy, and capturev 
is so unlikely. Automobiles recover- 
ed does not mean apprehension of the 
thieves.

places. This is done so skillfully that ' 
only an expert can detect that a 
change has been made, and the mere 
detection of a change does nothing, 
toward identifying the car.

Recently it was found that the Im- 


pression by die of the original num- 
ber left an invisible compression la 
the metal. 
By applying heat and 


acids to the surface, this compression 
was made visible in the form of the 
original 
figures. 
By use 
of this 


method the surest safeguard of the 
thief has been removed, and although?1 
the method has only recently come in- 
to use, hundreds of cars have already. 
been identified and returned to thelr( 
owners. '

The pedigree of a used car should 


always be traced by the prospective 
buyer. The man selling the car may: 
be honest, but one or two steps back: 
of him a thief may lurk.
